Since the gift of a crisp new pinafore to a slum child re­ 
sulted in the sprucing up of her home and neighborhood some 
42 years ago. community clean-up has been an annual spring 
tradition in the United States. 
A kindly teacher has inspired her young pupil to cleanli­ 
ness with the gift of a clean dress. She was amazed to find that 
the child's bright appearance had shamed her family and 
eventually the entire neighborhood into tackling many years’ 
accumulation of dirt in their houses and back yards. This 
cleanup spread to other neighborhoods and into nearby towns 
and cities. 
Today more than 10.000 communities observe spring 
clean-up week, according to the National Board of Fire Under­ 
writers.

BOXING, universally admitted to be in its worst state in years, 
can give partial credit for its difficulties to the commissions that 
rule. We know that fight managers, promoters and some fighters 
themselves are in on the finagle. We know, from strongest evidence 
if not actual proof, that some shameless things have been perpetrated 
during recent years, writes Lawton Carver of the I.N.S. We also know 
th a t champions can defer almost indefinitely defense of their titles 
and that boxing commissions constantly are operating with the idea 
of "protecting the game” rather than protecting the public. An exam­ 
ple of flagrant violation of the rules is offered today. There is nothing 
sinister about this. It has nothing to do with 
the many supposed and 
obvious fixes taking place all the time. This one has to do with how 
fa r commissions will go in letting a fighter ignore the rules written 
by the commission. The rules say that a champion must defend his 
title every six months. Perhaps a champion should not be required 
to make a defense sooner than pvery year nr every five year* Rut thp 
point is the rules say it must be done every six months. 
—o— 
IKE WILLIAMS has signed to defend his lightweight champion­ 
ship for the first time in approximately a year and a half. He will meet 
one Jam es Carter in New York on May 11. His last defense was 
December 5. 1949. During that time Williams has made a considerable 
jackpot fighting over-the-weight while lightweights cooled their heels. 
T he commissioners have stood by and let him get away with it. His 
attitude has been open defiance of commission rules. Williams was a 
real good lightweight at one time. How good he is now is problematical. 
In fact, he may be a very poor fighter at 135 pounds, the division 
limit, after all his months of campaigning at catch weights. If it so 
happens that he goes into the Madison Square Garden ring unable 
to put up a good fight, one worthy of a champion against Carter, the 
public will be 
robbed as usual. In that case, the boxing commission 
personally— and not the promoters— should be forced to refund the 
money to ticket-buyers. 


THE 
TROUBLE 
with 
boxing 
commissions— and 
this 
applies 
especially to the New York commission—they are more concerned with 
th e welfare of people in boxing than with the public. The result has 
been reflected 
recently in the box office. Boxing is in a tremendous 
slump in New 
York A few recent heavyweight matches have drawn 
well, but most matches draw so little as to be hardly worthwhile, 
except for the television and radio returns. Mis-matches, over-the- 
weight matches, are part of the general debilitation that has set in. 
We know there is a dearth of competent fighters, but if they were 
guided properly and forced to observe the rules there would be better 
boxing. The commissions must at least share with the promoters the 
blame for this situation.
